Tubbs on his year’s activities as 
sealer of weights and measures 
for Orange county, 

“Records .show that in 1931 the 
pui'diaser of packaged goods could 
expect the packa.ge to be of cor¬ 
rect weight 84 per cent of the 
time,” he reported. “Of the re¬ 
mainder. slightly over 2 per cent 
would be heavy and 14 per cent 
light, ! 

Cheek 13,000 Packages ' 

"In checking approximately 
13.000 packages in 1936, however, 
87 per cent showed correct weight 
and the remainder were divided 
between heavy and light in the 
ration of two to three." 

Inspections showed 747 heavy 
packages, 12,212 correct packages, 1 
and 1137 light packages. j 

Of all types of equipment in¬ 
spected. 17 per cent were found to 
need correction, slightly over 3 per 
cent were tagged "out of order," 
and 1.35 per cent were condemned ' 
and confi.scated. 

Inspections .Ml Types 
Included in inspecaoris were all 
types of counter scales, spring 
scales, computing devices, plat¬ 
form scales, truck scales, weights, 
both linear and liquid measures, 
and self-measuring- gasoline 
pumps. In all divisions there were 
fewer condemnations than for¬ 
merly. with t’ne except'on of 
weights u.sed on beam scales, 
which doubled. 

Inspection of packaged goods

(Orange Daily News) 

The distances between the ex¬ 
tremities of America have been so 
shortened that one may rise with 
the sun on the Atlantic coast and 
on the same day watch that lumi¬ 
nary sink beneath the waves of 
the Pacific. We are inclined to 
consider that we have made great 
strides in the science of trans¬ 
portation. We have conquered the 
air. 

On the ground, what was once 
the painful journey of a day is 
now accomplished in an hour. 
These are the modern miracles of 
transportation. 

They are not unmixed blessings. 
We have not yet learned how to 
employ them without a tremend¬ 
ous cost in human life. It is 
time that we were learning. 

People have been shocked re¬ 
cently by the disasters in air 
transportation, which, though in¬ 
significant compared with damage 
caused by automobile traffic, 
neverthele.ss illustrate that speed 
still remains the enemy of safety. 

The cost of speed, in terms of 
human life, is one of the terrible 
facts of our time. No nation can 
afford to sacrifice 50,000 people 
each year. The World war made 
no such demand on America. 

The cost we pay in human lives 
is a challenge to our intelligence 
as well as to our hearts. So far, 
we have made little progress In 
solving the problem. We are, in¬ 
deed, not greatly aroused to the 
.seriousness of It. We have not, as 
a nation, put our minds to its 
solution.

TOKYO. —The Japanese navy 
is purely defensive. Admiral Nobii- 
niasa Sucthugu, supreme war coun¬ 
cillor, and former commander of 
the grand fleet, declared this week. 

Japan, the naval officer as.siired 
the nation in a special article for 
the newspaper Nichi Nichi, never 
will take the initiative in world 
naval construction rivalry. 

He said, however, Japan would 
meet any threat to its naval su¬ 
premacy in the western Pacific. 

"Japan has no desire whatsoever 
to build up enormous armaments 
in order to operate in distant 
waters,” Admiral Suetsiigu de¬ 
clared. 

“Japan is determined, however, 
to maintain undisputed mastery in 
the west Pacific which is ab.solute- 
ly indispensable to her national ex- 
i.stence and to safeguarding the 
peace of the far east. 

“If any power .should take un¬ 
fair advantage of the purely de¬ 
fensive nature of the Japanese 
naval policy by trying to outdo us 
in armaments by a wide margin, 
such a power should be regarded a.s 
an aggressor with sinister design.s 
on us. 

“Precisely a.s Japan .stood firm 
at the London naval conference, all 
she wants now is a navy sufficient 
to defend her own shore.s—but not 
enough for a war of aggression,” 

Admiral Suetsugu declared 
phenomenal development of air¬ 
craft and unceasing progress both 
in design and construction of sub¬ 
marines made capital ships rela¬ 
tively less formidable.

The Anaheim Townsend mass 
meeting held Sunday afternoon, at 
which Capt. Delbert Brunton, state 
director, was the chief .speaker, 
wa.s well attended. Ida A. Free¬ 
man, president of the Anaheim 
club, presided. On the platform 
with Mrs. Freeman was the speak¬ 
er of the day; Ted E. Felt of IjOS 
Angeles, who introduced him; and 
District Organizer J. H. Walsh. 
The meeting wa.s held in the Town¬ 
send club building, 210 South 
Clementine street. Walsh .spoke 
briefly on conditions existing over 
the 19th congre.s.sional district in 
Town.send circle.s. Captain Brunton 
wa.s accompanied to Anaheim by 
Mrs. Brunton and Van R. Elliott, 
a brother-in-law, of Compton. Mrs. 
Felt accompanied Mr. Felt. 

Felt, in introducing Captain 
Brunton, pointed out his qualifica¬ 
tions as a state director of the 
Townsend movement, telling of the 
speaker’s former association with 
the high schools of both Orange 
and Fullerton, and that for .30 
years lie had been a teacher of 
economics. He also said that be¬ 
fore being appointed as the head 
of the movement in California, 
Brunton wa.s state director of 
Mas.sachusetts. 

Captain Brunton demomstrated 
his fitness to discuss the economics 
of the 'I’own.send plan in his ad- 
dre.ss which followed. He began 
by pointing out the unhealthy so¬ 
cial conditions existing in the na¬ 
tion, and gave a brief survey of 
various opinions being expressed 
relative to the degree of recovery 
experienced. 

He made a lengthy comparison 
of the nation’s social security law 
as an instrument for correcting 
unsocial conditions and what could 
be accomplished by the Townsend 
plan method. The first, he said, 
took money out of circulation and 
added to the already existing tax 
problems of business, while he de¬ 
clared, the Townsend plan would 
lighten the existing tax load and 
increase the circulation of money 
through business channels with re¬ 
sultant benefit to all classes of the 
nation’s citizens. Under the Town¬ 
send plan method, he said, all citi¬ 
zens would share in old age bene¬ 
fits, whereas under the present law 
two-thirds of the people would face 
olil age with no promi.se of eco¬ 
nomic security.

Voorhis said he had not consid¬ 
ered introducing legislation on the 
subject, but expected to confer 
shortly with the surgeon general 
on health problems involved.

mountain climbers. 

The boys kept the fire going 
while Faust made his way to Val¬ 
ley Forge lodge for aid. 

CCC workers. Boy Scouts, for¬ 
est rangers and sheriff’s deputies 
toiled throughout the night clear¬ 
ing trails in order to carry Ustick 
two miles from the ravine to 
Opid’s c-imp where an ambulance 
waited. Ustick was taken to St. 

L,ike’s hospital here.

Council last night also author¬ 
ized L. Curtis of San Pedro, who 
repaired the previous $43,000 break 
in the outfall sewer when another 
barge barged into the outfall, to 
proceed with repair work on the 
new break. Curtis wilt do the job 
on a cost plus 15 per cent basis.'

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Public Servants—Not Bosses 

E xcept for supervisor Steele Finley, members of the 
county board have run away from those 10 pertinent 
questions asked by The Journal and its readers like bad 
boys deserting a ripe watermelon patch when the farmer 
appears. 

We are at a loss to understand why. 

Each question deals with an important phase of 
county business. 

Each question is fair and honest. 

Each question is one which the public wants 
answered. 

Nor is The Journal in any way trying to put any of 
the board members “on the spot.” 

It is simply doing its duty to its readers. They want 
to know what the new board is going to do about county 
affairs. And they are entitled to know. 

The refusal of board members to answer these ques¬ 
tions might make the public suspicious. 

Voters are likely to think that some of the super¬ 
visors don’t know enough about county government to 
give intelligent answers. Or that they are purposely with¬ 
holding their opinions so as to be in a position to do some 
fancy horse-trading and thimble-rigging later on. 

If the former case is true, the people are licked be¬ 
fore they start. They have elected a dumb bunch of 
officials and will simply have to back water at the next 
election. 

And if the latter is true, the situation is almost as bad 
—because lots of optimistic voters had expected to do 
away with undercover politics and huddles by installing 
some new faces at the courthouse. 

Now as to those 10 questions—just so it will be plain 
that they are 100 per cent fair and above board, we are 
reprinting them here: 

1. Will you participate in huddles or executive sessions 
of the board of supervisors 7 

2. Do you favor the county water program on its 
present basis, with the government financing construction 
of dams and the county providing rights-of-way? 

3. Will you support the movement for Orange county 
to join the Metropolitan Water District? 

4. Do you favor allowing the county ordinance on 
water use to stand or will you seek a new ordinance with 
. teeth in it? 

5. Do you favor employment by the county of women 
whose husbands are gainfully employed, either by the county 
or otherwise? 

6. Are there any appointive county employes, depart¬ 
ment heads or otherwise, whom you believe should be fired ? 

7. Are you, a new supervisor, planning to replace any 
road employes in your district? 

8. Will you regard grand jury recommendations as 
mandatory or merely as suggestions, and are there any in¬ 
dependent investigations of county affairs which you will 
seek to have made. 

9. Will you insist that all county supplies be purchased 
In Orange county from Orange county dealers ? 

10. Will you cause an investigation to be made to as¬ 
certain if county cars are being used for private purposes ? 

We hope the recalcitrant board members reconsider 
their refusal and follow the wise example of Supervisor 
Finley in answering as many of the questions as possible. 

After all, the supervisors are public servants—not 
public bosses. 


A Job for the Legislature 

C ALIFORNIA’S new legislators have swung into action 
at Sacramento. Several hundred strong, they are full 
of pep and enthusiasm, with sleeves rolled up to tackle 
state problems. 

Orange county has several promising representatives 
on hand in Senator Harry Westover and Assemblyman 
Clyde Watson and Thomas Kuchel. 

There are several things which should be attended to 
promptly and efficiently. 

First of all the legislature should cut the cost of 
state government. 

It can do this in two ways: by slashing out the use¬ 
less and overlapping bureaus and by increasing the 
amount which the corporations and ultra rich have to 
pay where they are paying less than their share. 

It should bulwark the security program, and this 
will not be as costly as it seems. For we must pay for 
security in one way or another. 

If we pay for it by giving old age relief of an adequate 
nature, that money will all go back into circulation and 
be taxed along with other money to help pay the bills. 
And if we don’t pay for it this way, we will have to pay 
for it anyhow in welfare relief, and so beat down what 
little respect aged, helpless people have left when they 
apply for aid. 

We do not need many, if any, new laws. We really 
need fewer, if anything. 

If each legislator will approach the job with the 
thought that he is hired to work for the state, we will all 
be grateful. 

And just so they all remember this, it won’t hurt for 
you to write them occasionally.

R ome.—T oday Benito Mussolini 
is the most powerful single in¬ 
dividual in Europe. 

Italy has a bigger army than 
Germany, a more efficient army 
than Russia, an air force the equal 
of any in Europe, a navy second 
only to the British, 

Mussolini personally is more 
powerful than Hitler, because he 
does not have to listen to his gen¬ 
eral staff. He has more freedom 
than Stalin, because he never wor¬ 
ries about consulting party mem¬ 
bers. 

He has a united nation behind 
him. Since the Ethiopian victory, 
his people will follow him into any¬ 
thing. He has nerves, courage, al¬ 
most foolhardy audacity. There is 
no telling what he may do.

Colonization of Ethiopia, so far, 
is nil. This is partly because the 
county is not yet entirely con¬ 
quered, partly because young 
Italians don’t want to go there.

Wherever you go in Rome you 
are hit in the face with the truth 
that it is Mussolini’s ambition to 
re-establi.sh the old Roman Empire. 

You get it not only from Mus.so- 
lini himself, from every Fascist 
you talk to, but from a series of 
imposing maps, done in colored 
plaster on the walls of the old 
Roman ruins, depicting Rome as it 
was in its heyday, as it was be¬ 
fore the Ethiopian conquest, since 
then, and as Mussolini hopes It 
to be. 

This is the keynote to future 
Italian policy — the keynote to 
peace or war. Privately II Duce 
may not believe all that he 
preaches, but he has hammered 
home the idea so deeply that a 
large percentage of his people do 
believe they are destined to re¬ 
create the Roman Empire.

COCKSURE 

Nothing spoils a nation so much 
as an easy victory. And since the 
Ethiopian war, the Italian people 
have been cocksure and confident. 
Mussolini may be able to string 
them along without producing his 
new empire overnight, but they 
are not going to be content either 
with any diminuition of prosperity 
or any back-.seat tactics played by 
Italy in the international arena. 

When you drill people with guns 
from the age of eight, and ham¬ 
mer home the idea that all their 
dreams will be fulfilled, then 
. eventually they are going out and 
I use those guns to bring about ful¬ 
filment. 

From an economic viewpoint, 
Mussolini can’t afford war. He 
needs time and money to consoli¬ 
date his gains, reconstruct his na¬ 
tion. But from a political view¬ 
point he may not be able to afford 
peace. Therefore, when the first 
war-cloud breaks in Europe, Italy 
is pretty sure to be in it.

One Man’s Opinion 


By R. F. PAINE 


Let there be rejoicing and good 
will among all men! The sheep 
that strayed has returned to the 
f()ld. Rev. Charles Coughlin, after 
his mud bath in American politics, 
makes a public plea for the appli¬ 
cation of “Christian principles” in 
the .settlement of industrial dis¬ 
turbances; and, more power to his 
voice, provided that that bath 
hath thoroughly chastened and 
clean.sed it. 

Not as an ordinary, ephemeral 
New Year resolution but, as a 
new year full of hope and promise 
opens, let us determine upon an 
industrial, economic, social na¬ 
tional policy baaed upon “Chris¬ 
tian principles.” We’ve tried 
strike, blacklist, police, gunpow¬ 
der, argument in vain effort to 
sett!e_ our troubles that were due 
to greed for material advantage 
and individual .selfishness. The in¬ 
fluence of “Christian principles,” 
the spiritual, the influence of our 
religious institutions has been dor¬ 
mant, almost wholly wanting. Yet 
it is from the millions of those 
brothers and sisterj of ours who 
have little in the way of food, 
clothes, homes and advantages for 
their children that the devil draws 
his recruits for his campaigns for 
atheism. The masses ot Russia, 
Germany and Italy revolted and, 


first thing, their governments 
went to making war on God 
largely because their religious in¬ 
stitutions confined "Christian 
principles” to Sunday, while men 
must eat seven days of the week 
and secure their necessities by 
.slavish labors, or by hook or by 
crook. 

Our industrial, economic and so¬ 
cial policies are too much given to 
the doctrine, '“The devil take the 
hindmost!” and too weakly de¬ 
voted to the doctrine, “Live and let 
live,” with a fair, square deal for 
the humblest of our brothers. 

Let’s fill this year with the spirit 
of Chri.st’s principles which, if we 
do our part in the busine.ss and 
industrial worid.s, will raise from 
the dead the jobless and save to 
full u.sefulnes and progre.ss the 
sick who stagger under their bur¬ 
dens of want.
